pledged to construct hydroelectric power plants by the opening of the Fourth 
Congress of Bolsheviks of Kazakhstan.

The Potre? Ebelneering Institute lment I. G. Es'man, Acaden^ of Sciences 
Azarhaydshan SSR, is completing preparation of a detailed plan for extensive 
rural electrification in Azerbayazhan . According to a decision of the 17th 
Congress of th© BP(b) Azerbaydzhan, the plan is to he put into effect vithin 
the next few years . 

The text of the plan will contain kO volumes with hundreds of maps, charts, 
and tables. It vaa prepared with the help of 60 scientists and specialists, 
including electricians, hydrctechni clans, hydrologists, geographers, topographers , 
geologists, agriculturists, economists, and others. The power resources for 
each rayon, such as reserves of water and wind energy, and local fuel, have 
he^n determined and calculated - The electric power requirements of each 
kolkho?, sovkhoz, MIS, and rayon center have been studied, taking into considera- 
tion the economic development until 1965. 

Accord irg to the plan, rural electrification of Azerbnydzhar will be 
effected primarily by erecting large interkolkhoz hydroelectric power plants, 
many of which will be built on rivers and Irrigation canals. Some of them, 
wl«i a capacity of from 500 to 6,000 kilowatts, will service ten or more 
kolkhozes. 

LATVIA PLANS FURTHER ELECTRIFICATION Krasnaya Zvezda, No 66, 20 Nter 49 

Although Latvia has great hydroelectric power resources, electrification 
of her economy has been slow in developing. The tenth Congress of the KP(b) 

Latvia mads a tentative 15-year plan to establish a uniform electrification 
e yste m throughout the Latvian SSR. The total capacity of all rural electric 
power plants will be Increased to 210,000 kilowatts. 

The foundation of the Latvian electrification system was, laid last year: 
the Republic built six hydroelectric and ?0 steam-electric power plants: 
electricity vae installed in 15 kolkhozes, 8 sovkhozes, and 6 MTSs . 

During the current year, construction will be started on 21 additional 
Interkolkhoz hydroelectric power plants, with a capacity of I5O-25O kilowatts 

each •
